Claims 28 to 34 are objected to because they are not amended according to examiner's recommendation in office action dated November 
2, 2008 whereby preamble needs to actively recite —The method for producing fuel cell— rather than "The method for producing a metallic 
material for fuel cells". 

Applicant stated new claim 28 includes the subject matter of claims 10 and 14 . It is the examiner's position to distinguish claims over prior 
art, it is recommended to use language such as — A method for producing fuel cell comprising — with the finishing step of — pressing the 
resulting metallic material to form fuel cell — .. 

Applicant stated that new claim 31 contains the subject matter of original claims 1 and 16. Thus, claim 31 is claim 16 rewritten into 
independent form. It is the examiner's position that claim 16 depends on claim 10 not on claim 1. Therefore claim 31 should be rewritten 
with the subject matter of original claims 10 and 16. Accordingly claim 31 should be amended as "A method for producing fuel cell 
comprising— with the fiinishing step of —corrugating the metallic material to form fuel cell — . 
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
